The liotel at Inverness was crowded with livery-ser- 
vants, and the door inaccessible for carriages, 
I had

were together. 
The last ball wa.s to be given that 
cvemng. and I 
was strongly tempted to go by four ttr 
five acquaintances whom 1 found in the hotel, but the 
g.iut was peremptory.

1 was limping about in the morning with a kind old 
baronet, whom I hud met at Gordon Castle, when 1 was 
warmly accosted by a gentleman whom I did not imme­ 
diately remember.
